2. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common 
technical feature is an electrode-electrolyte pair comprising a microporous electrode to 
the surface of which is deposited a solid electrolyte based on bismuth oxide with 
stabilizing additions, which is disclosed by Del Gallo et al. (US6,475,657). See Column 
4, Lines 1-40. 



3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
